Moreover, where a party requests the appointment of a state court judge upon the illness of a senior superior court judge and 
the disqualification of the junior superior court judge, the party cannot at a later time complain of such appointment which the 


party procured.” On the other hand, the waiver of the right to have a judge disqualified by a party is not binding upon nonparties 
to the proceedings.”
